That Between Bridget McDon- 
ald and Ellen Kiely, 


In Which the Latter is Thrown 
From a Window, 


Receiving Injuries from Which Death 
Ensued—Story of the Murderess. 


The body of Mrs. Ellen Kiely lies on a low, 
mean bed in an illy furnished room at No. 2211 
O Fallon street awaiting the Coroner's inquest, 
which will determine the cause of her death. 
At 10 O' clock this morning a dozen 
women were watching and weeping over the 
remains and abusing her marderess as only 
women can abuse. Butafew feetaway, just 
across the narrow .street,is where Mrs. Kiely 
sustained ker death injuries at the hands of 
Mrs. Bridget McDonald on last 
Saturday aiternoon. She had gone 
into the epartments of Mrs. Margaret 
Durkin on some trivial errand. Those apart- 


ments are On the second floor ot the tenemert 


house on the southwest corner of Twenty-first 
and 0 Fallon streets, and adjoining, only 
separated by a narrow three-foot hall, 
are the rooms occupied by Bridget McDonald 


and her sister, Mrs. Melius. Mrs. Kiely and 
Mrs. McDonald were not the best of friends, 
and the latter addressed some insulting epithet 
towards the former that resulted 
in an altercation between the 
two women. Mrs. McDonald is an invalid, and 
the neigubors say that Mrs. Melius came to her 
sister’s assistance, but whether she did or did 
not, the altercation was abruptly ter- 
minated by Mrs. hiely fall 
ing from the hallway landing 
to the paved yard below, a distance ef eighteen 
feet, where she lay quietly: The neighbors 
gathered about and found her in an unconsci- 
ous condition. She had fallen head first, and 
the blood was gushing from her ears, 
mouth and nostrils in streams. Some mena 
from a butcher-stand hard by were summmon- 
ed, the poor creature was taken up tenderly 
by strong arms and carried across the 
street to her residence and 
a messenger dispatchcd for a 
hysician. In due season he returned witlf Dr. 
fendrix, of Twenty-third and Carr streets,and 
ahasty examination was made of the unfor- 
innate woman’s injuries. 

HER SKULL WAS FRACTURED, 
the brain badly cc ntused 
evidences ot internal injuries found. 
She lay in a comatose state and Or. 
Hendrix pronounced her condition hopeless 
and advised the speedy arrest of Mrs. McDon.- 
ald. The altercation bad taken place at about 
4 o’clock; it was then 5 o'clock and 
two hours later the police of the 
Third District bore Mra.

Bridget McDonalid’s Statement. 

Mrs. Bridget McDonald was found weeping 
in cl Ne. 9 of the Central District Station, 
when visited bya Post DISPATCH reporter 
tlis morning. She had not been apprised of 
Mrs. hiely’s death, but stuced that 
she was haunted by some strange presentiment 
ef impending evil. She is a witow woman, 
twenty-nine years of e, and is suffering with 
„ consumpitòn that will, in au likeLhood, take 
her cuse out of the law’s hands within a Vers 
few months. She was brought out 
from the cell and on being asked for astate- 
ment of the diMeculty between herself and Mrs. 
Kiely she told a pretty straightstory as iollows: 

„„For the lite ot me 1 can’t say just how ali 
this did happen.’’ “ou must 
Kknowthat land my two little ebildren have 
been living with my sister, Mrs. Melius, for 
some weeks. Betore then llived just by Mrs, 
hiely. My busband has been dead now three 
years and 1 have hed a very hard 
tine to get along, and because 
i did the best I could without asking for 
charity, Mrs. Kiely grew to haute me and talk 
about me. Well, last Saturday afternoon, I 
was seated on wy sister's back porch when 
Mrs. hielv came up the stairs. She was not 
sober, neither was she drunk, but she had 
been drinking all day, and was cross and ugly. 
She gave me a leering look as she went by, and 
waikea over to Mrs. Durkin’s room, 
where she and Mis. Durkin drank 
either beer or whisky for some time until 
thev pecu me quite noisy. Then she staggered 
cuttrom Mrs. Durkin’s and came along dowa 
the hall to the porch, where I was seated. 

SUE STRUCK ME 

with her open hand across the shoulders, an- 
began calling me bad names and saying that 1 
was not a chaste woman. My sister came out 
und said: ‘Mrs. Kiely, what are you doing to 
Bridget? She 18 as good as you 
are, and then sue is tick and 
unable to defena herself.’ Atthat Mes. hiely 
struck ine again and rose and clinched with 
ner. Westruggied there together for some 
minutes, until my sister came out 
nguin anc sepurated us, und 
then while I rested up against 
the wall, Mrs. hiely staggered to the stairway 
with the intention of going down, but missed 
her footing and feilover the edge to the ground 
below. I did not pay any attention te her, us to 
whether she was hurtor not, but went 
back and sat down sick and tired. I heard 
afterwards that Mrs. Kiely was hurt by the fall 
apd then the stupid police arrested me ant 
took ine to the station house just us if 1 had 
hurled the womun ove) the porch, 
But 1 did not throw ber trom the porch or the 
stairs.

THE GRAND LODGE. 


Convention of the Free Masons of Missouri. 
lhe Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Ac 
cepted Masons ofthe State of Missouri convened 
this morning at the Masonic Hall, corner of 
Seventhand Market streets. The yearly as- 
sembly of this body brings a number of gen- 
tlemen into the city, and the present 

occasion is no exception to the general rule. 

There are tour hundred and ninety-six char 
tered lodges ot Free Masons in tiie State, and 
as each of these bodies is entitled to three 
delegates to the Grand Lodge, there would 
be a large cenvention if all the delegates would 
come.

The morning was taken up with the opening 
ceremonies and the annual address of the 
Grand Master,jNoah M.Givan. In the after 
noon session the only business will be simhiv 
bearing the reporte of the committees. Allthe 
exercises of the first day are of a preliminary 
nature. The election of officers for 
ensuing year will take place 
on Thursday, aud the installation 
probably on Fiiday. 

The members hope to be able to finish up all 
their work by Friday, but the business of the 
lodge may detain them until Saturday. 

At the last Masonic census the number of 
Fice Masons in Missouri was cscertained to be 
24,296, andthe delegates think that in the 
year which has since elapsed the order 
bas grown more remarkably than 
it has for years. Masonry, according to their 
general opinion, is experiencing its full share 
of the geveral revival which the country is now 
enjoying.

Further Steps in the Case Taken by the 
Court To-Day. 


A succinct account of the circumstances con- 
nected with the suit brought by the receiver of 
the Columbia Life Insurance Company against 
the Lite Association of America, and in 
which the decision ot Judge 
Thayer wis rendered yesterday, will, 
no doubt, be interesting. The opinion of Judge 
Thayer is quite lengthy and deals only with the 
strictiy legal aspects of the case. 

Itmust be remembered that the Columbia 
Life Insurance Company, in whose favor this 
judgment is rendered, is the representative of 
several companies which formerly existed 
in this city. There was the Mound City Life 
andthe St. Louis Mutua). These two vero 
consolidated into the St. Louis Life, with a 
capital. stock of $1,000,000, This was the 
name of the company when the Life Associa- 
tion made the raid upon it in 1575, 
out ot which has grown the suit iu 
which Judge Thayer rendered his decision yes- 
terday. Tne name was changed on the Ist of 
March, 1870, to Columbia Lite, and in August 
of that year Mr. L. E. Alexander was appoint- 
ed receiver. Soon alter he was appointed he 
filed this suit for $1,000,000. in which he has 
just been so successful. 

THE SUIT 
arose from the iact that Receiver Alexander 
believed that the Lite Association and certain 
individuals had been puilty of swindling the st. 
Louis Lite—now Columbia—out of 81 800,000 
thet properly beionced to the poliey-holders 
of that company. It appears that in November, 
1575,the officers of the Life Association entered 
into a contract With George J. Davis, a director 
in the St. Louis Life, andthe attorney of the 
coinpany, by which, sat! Davis 
Wiis to undertake to ure tor the 
Life Association the stock ot the st. Louis Lite 
Columbia), amounting to $1,000,000. It was 
simply en attempt upon the part of one con 
pany to get possession of the assets of anowhes 
The directors of tie Life A-sociation at that 
time were H.W Hough,F.Coste,J.AL.

The moment tie 
draft had been canceled. the nine thousand 
shares ot stock just received back by the Co 
jlumbia were retired,leaving the capital stock of 
the company only $100,000, The retirement 
of this $900,000 in steck was the culmination 
oi the fraud. It wasi bis final act that the 
policyv-holders were robbed and the Co- 
jumbia fe mnade tit for the 
receiver. The retirement of this stock simply 
meant the wiping outof this much oi the assets 
of the company. Tne wiping out was done by 
paying over to the stockholders nine tents of 
their stock. It is understood they reccivel 
pur—doliau 101 dollar. That is, the 
stockholders got 3900, 000, which 1 
divided according to the number of shares 
neld by each. How the retirementot this stock 
Wwus u fraud wili be Seen in the following lan- 
guavce ot Judge Thayer's decision 

‘*Butiapprehend that no one can reason- 
ably claim or assert for corporations ot thts 
cluss,a powerto retire stock and distribute 
their assets among stockho!ders,when the cor 
poration is in fact insolvent, or, indeed, when 
such distribution of the corporate property 
would hase the effect to reduce the assets be- 
low the legal standard of solvency.’’ 

subsequently the Judge still further clinches 
this point by the following language, which is 
the pith of thg whole decision 

‘*Thave examined the testimony on thissub- 

8 ordinary care, with a view 
to its bearingchu the question of the legality of 
the retirement of stock, and lam satistied from 
the evidence, aud accordingly tind, that the 
retirement of stock and cancellation of the 
aratt of the association practically rendered the 
Columbia Life Insurance Company insolvent. 

‘*According to the most caretul analysis ol 
the testimony on this subject which | have been 
nbie to make the liabilities of the company 
(including the necessary reserve tund) exceed 
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| edits assets by $750,000 immediately after the 


appropriation of the dratt by the Association 
and the cancellation of the stock. 

In forming this estimate I have assumed the 
value of the company's real estate to be equal 
to its Original net cost (that is to say $997,327 
and the value of the Insurance Building to be 
$747,603.’"’ 

Nothing could be clearer than this. It shows 
how 51,000, 000 went where it ought 
not to have gone, und how an insurance com- 
pany was wreeked. Now the Life As 
sociation has got to make that 
money good. It cannot doit and must go bg 
the board. It is only another chapterin a 
series ot the most stupendous trauds ever 
committed in this country. 


Views of Interested Parties. 

The insurance litigation which culminated 
yesterdey in the decision ot Judge Thaver 
awarding $1,099,200 to the Columbia Life has 
been a general topic of conversation upon the 
streets this morning. 

The opinions expressed 
case are of every shade, but the 
general judgment is that the de- 
cision means ruin to the Life Association ot 
America. Indeed, only those who are directly 
interested in the Association try to assert con- 
fidence that the case will be reversed. 

The last step in the proceedings was the 
granting of the temporary injunction 
asked by the Insurance Commissioner, andthe 
uppointment of D. M. Frost agent in charge. 

MR. HOUGH. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter called upon Mr.

Statement of Mr. Hickey. 
[From the Cincinnati Commercial. | 
A Commercial representative was granted an 
interview with Mr. Hickey at 6 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. The wounded man was found 
very calm under the circumstances, and very 
readily acceded toa request for an interview. 
Though obtained by a series ot questions 


based on the facts and surroundings of the 
affuir in the knowledge of the interrogator,the 
reader will be benefited bya succinct stute- 
ment of the whole story from Mr. H.ckey's 
standpoint. 

My name is Sylvester M. Hickey. I am thirty 
sears Of rge, a citizen ot Syracuse, New York, 
and unmarried. lam manager of the compa- 
ny which supports Miss Anderson, and a part; 
ner ot John W. Norton’s in her present season. 
1 first met her season before last, when I played 
her through the New York Central circuit, of 
which I was then maneger. List season! 
played her through that circuit, and through 
the Eastern States. Therelations between us 
are simply these of manager and star, except 
that, in common with the public, I warmly ad 
mire her talents, andin common with all who 
know her, esteem her as a lady. Sue has 
treated me politely, of course. She is a lady, 
as have said. The question of the affections 
wus never dreamed of by either. Most assured- 
ly not by ber. 

The poor girl, wholIam told is dead, I first 
met about two years ago in Syracuse. She had 
then been the inmate ofa house for about two 
years. Inever treated her in any way save as 
aman of the world treats her unfortunete 
class; never entertained her in public, or rode 
with ber, except one time she got on a train 
with me and rode some five miles. She has un- 
other name, f believe, besides Florence McDon- 
ala, butI do not know whatit is, or can not 
reinember it now. I have been, during the two 
years since I met her, most of the time out of 
Syracuse, aud very often she has written me 
annoying letters, and followed me from place 
to place. For a long time I con- 
sidered it a species of biackmail, 
but subsequentiv awoke to the startling and 
paintul fact thatit was an infatuation for me 
amounting to madness. Itriedto at once hu- 
mor and avoid her in as kind a manner as pos- 
sible. She was not my mistress, nor in any 
way dependent upon me for support, as she 
kad a wealthy and liberal admirer. She ar- 
rived here on Friday last and sent me a note to 
which I paid no attention, after reading it. 
It was a demand for me to come to her, and! 
told the messenger that there was no answer. 
On Saturday Lreceived another and took the 
same course. ‘This morning 1 attended mass 
at the Cathedral, and upon returning 
to the hotel tound a note tied up with a white 
tuberose. As you say, the clerks have told vou 
ltore it up witnout reading it. I then, at the 
invitation of a friend, visited the Highland 
House and rode on the cars through Eden 
Park. Returning I got down and indulged in 
Sursaparilla and wiencrwuerst, a new name to 
me. was in fine spirits and little dreamed of 
impending tragedy, as you may imagine, when 
tell youthat us we descended we met tie 
Chief of Police (whom my friend pointed out to 
me, and who shouted to him to come back and 
join him socially) and did not say or dream of 
suying a word to him about protecting me, or 
rather protecting this poor woman trom her- 
self. Coming down the elevator my 
friend said, It it breaks you are 
allright; you have been to churenh;' and I 
luughingly replied: ‘‘ That is not enough, vou 
know. fie parted with me at Third and bike 
streets, going to his home, and, according to his 
directions, I remained in the cars, which took 
me to the back stand, corner of Fourth and 
Vine. There l alighted and went to the Bar 
net House, The clerk handed me my mail 
matter, and with it Florence McDoaald’s card. 
I tore the latter up and was about to ascend to 
ny room, when another note from her stopped 
me, the waiter saving the lady was in the re- 
ception room and must see me. I opened the 
note, and round that it thraat- 
ened thut unless lL. saw her at 
once she would follow me to the depot. To 
prevent this, and not dreaming of mischief, I 
wentto her. I told ner kindly that she ought 
not to worry me so; that she had noright to, as 
I bad never encouraged her affections. I had 
often soothed her before. I asked ber what 
she wanted, and she replied that she wished 
money cnough to take her home. I had notic- 
ed thut she beld something in her hand, con 
ceuled in the toids of her dress, or by a fan, 
but, as lsay, being clear in conscience asto 
ever having wronged her, never gave 
a thought to the madness she was 
nbout to commit. 1 at once, ou 
her request, reached into my pocket tor mouey, 
and as 1 partially stooped to do so, she fired. 
The ball knocked metothe floor, and, as she 
ecntinued firing, 1 rolled over to avoid the 
shots, staggeredto my feet and reached fhe 
corridor as a final shot was tired. Litéle didl 
think thatthe poor girl had directed the last 
at herself. The locket and chain of which you 
tell mre she purchased herself. 

As the surgeons in charge had directed that 
Mr. Hickey be disturbed as little as possible, he 
was not pushed for further details, the above 
staternent, which seems to epitomize the whole 
ot asad history, being made with a frankness 
thet seemsto be a charming characteristic of 
the man. 

MANAGER GRIFFIN’S STATEMENT. 

Subsequentiv meeting Manager Grillin, step- 
father of Miss Anderson, he stated to our re- 
porter that the diary of the deceased, as he 
heard of it, was simply absurd. He suid that 
there had been no intimate relations between 
Maury Anderson and Mr, [ickey, and no chance 
for it, nor was there between herand anyother 
man at any time, so careful was her training 
andthe supervision exercised over her since 
she wasachild. Mr. Hlickey was simply asso- 
ciuted with herin business. He was proud ot 
her as a theatrical success, and proud ot her ag 
awomap, and had liked to escort her to and 
trom the theater. It was only last week he had 
been told not to do this, as it might create talk 
and lead to suspicions tor which there was no 
foundation in fact. He turther stated that 
there was no congeninlity of disposition ve- 
tween Mr. Hickey and Mary Anderson. 

A GENTLEMAN OF THE PRESS, 

ofthis city, whose jucgment of character is 
good from long experience, and who is espe- 
cialiy correct in summing up such cases xs this, 
has had the additional advantage.ot intimacy 
with Mr. Hickey. This intimacy has extended 
to confidential conversutions concerning Miss 
Andes on, her prospects, her ability and her 
traits of churacter. Inallthese conversations 
he spokeinthe tone, while of respectful ad- 
miration, of a business man whe looked at her 
from a business standpoint rather than that of 
a personal admirer. The same gentleman a8 
sures us, and here he is even better qualified to 
give a correct verdict, that when together, 
Miss Anderson alwavs treated Mr. Hickey with 
afreedom born of purely business relations 
and modified by mutual respect that could not 
have existed were she conscious of an attach- 
ment which, however sincere, she could not 
return, tor. so tar at least, it is admitted by all 
who know her, the young tragedienne is 
‘*wedded to her art and her art only’’ toa 
degree quite embarrassing to a host of would- 
be admirers. 

Florence McDonald was prepossessing in ap- 
pearance, and never woula have been taken 
forafallen woman. It seemsthatin her early 
career she made several attempts toleaia 
virtuous life, at one time being a clerk in a 
millinery store in this city, and afterwards 
engaging in canvassing for a diary. Her friends 
in Syracuse, among the women ot her class, 
assert that she was very quick-tempered an!

The Porter's Statement. 
From the Enquirer. | 

Thomas McCormack, the porter of the Bur- 
net House, made the following statement to 
an Enquirer reporter: 

Just exactly what time it was I don’t know, 
but lthinkit was halt past three o'clock. 1 
beard the shots fired and saw Mr. Hickey run 
ovtofihe reception-room into the corridor. 
hie exclaimed: ‘That woman shot me! catch 
her,’ Iran tothe door of the reception room, 
and the woman was standing near the door ot 
the ladies’ closet. 1 noticed that there was 
blood upon one of her hands. I think it was 
her left hand, She hastily placed one hand ia 
the bosom of her dress when she saw me, and 
held the other hand to her head, as 
though she were confused. I did not advance 
‘any further in the reception room thanthe 
coor ut first. Suddenly she stooped down and 
picked up something from the floor, near the 
mantel. She rose up and turned around with 
her back to the door,and before she had gained 
an erect position she placed a pistol to her head 
and fired. She instantly tell down. It was all 
done so quickly that 1 hadn't time to realize 
what her intention was before she fired, MI 
couldn't possibly reach her in season to get 
hold of the pistol to prevent its use, although I 
was about nine teet from her. The woman did 
not utter a word after I got to the reception- 
room door, and did not speak after she fired the 
sbot. I called to another porter who was in

Flirtation as a Science.

Flirtation in America has become an exact 
science, and although not generally known 
or openly aeknowledged, there exist through- 
out our broad land a number of institutions 
established for the express purpose of train- 
ing the unsophisticated in its mysteries and 
to furnish occasions to the adept for keeping 
themselves in practice and for engaging in 
feats of arms which may afford at once an 
innocent umuse ment and atest of strength. 
The professors of this science are drawn prin- 
cipally from New York and Philadelphia, 
those from the former place being charac- 
terized by the most skill, but those from the 
latter evincing, probably, more naive en- 
thusiasm in their occupation and being more 
prone to deliver their instructions. These 
— are usually of the fair sex, partly 

ecause the masenline mind has never been 
able to master the science with that compre- 
hensiveness which is shownby women, 
and partly because the manifold occupations 
of men limit the time which they may devote 
tothe subject.

VANCOUVER, October 14.—The steamer St. 
Paul arrived at 5:45. At every town on the 
river General Grant was cheered by assembied 
crowds. A salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired at the dock. The Twenty-first Regiment 
band played ‘‘See the Conquering Hero 
Comes.’’ All the troops and the whole pope- 
lation of Vancouver gathered at the dock on 
the steamer St. Paul's arrival, and 200 citizens 
bore torches. 

At 6:35. Gen. Grant came on deck, and was 
introduced by Gen. Howard to the officers of 
the post, to Mayor Johns, who said: 1 
bad the pleasure of landing with you here 
twenty seven years ago, and to the Commit- 
tee of Reception. Gen. Grent, taking the arm 
of Gen. Morrow, walked to the end ot the dock, 
where the soldiers greetéd him with cheers. 

The party then took carriages for Gen, How- 
ard’s residence, preceded by a band and sol- 
diers. Gen. Howara’s residence, the compa- 
ny’s barracks and thg of Providence 
were brilliantly iJ or Bonfires blazed 
on the main street, and flags were stretched 
acruss the street at various points. 

Shortly after the Grant party arrived at How 
ard’s residence, Gov. E. P. Ferry, Secretary 
N. h. Owings, Surveyor-General Wm. Me 
Micken,Auditor T. M. Reed, Maj. J. R. Uayden, 
Judge John I’. Hoyt, Hon. F. H. Cook, presi- 
dent of the Council, Hon. George H. Steward, 
speaker of the Ilouse, and thirty members of 
the Legislature, entered the house in a boly 
and took places in the east parlor, Gow. Ferry 
addressed Gen. Grant, presenting the unani- 
mous resolution ot the Council 
and Illouse ol Representatives inviting 
him to visit all portions of the Territory, par- 
ticularly Olympia. Ille referred to the large 
quantities of grain awaiting transportation on 
account of inadequate means, and called at- 
tention to the Government's duty in removing 
obstruction to navigation toe the seaboard.
